Ann Arbor is about to have a real 
live octopus. 

It is none other than a milk trust. 

Heretofore the consumers have been 
getting milk delivered for five cents a 
quart. What it will be under the new 
arrangement can only be surmised. 

It is said that the promoters of the 
trust are Junius E. Beal, of this city, 
and J. M. Travis, of Plainwell, Mich. 

There are about 20 milk dealers who 
come into the city and supply' the town. 
Of this number, it is said, that already 
Messrs. Darling, Chandler, Lathrop, 
Murphy, Roe, Carr, Leig, Desch and 
Jentler have signed the contracts, a 
plank copy of which is given below. 
This makes nearly a majority of the 
milk dealers, and with this much of a 
leverage it will not be long before the 
others are forced to supply the, trust 
with the product. It will be seen that 
the trust is paying the dealers 214 cents 
per quart, and after a full control of 
this vicinity is had it is likely to be 
sold at a big advanice. All of the re- 
maining dealers have been’ supplied 
with contracts to be signed.

REVENGE 


Was the Motive Worked Out 
on Heusel Bros.

A ‘contemptible act of revenge was 
worked out on Heusel Bros., the bakers, 
on New Year’s day. 

Two men were arrested for the deed 
and one owned up to the crime anid 1m- 
plicates the other, while the second man 
denies any complicity. 

Last Saturday morning Mr. Heusel 
discharged John Gressel and Joseph 
Helzenecker, his two night bakers. Mr. 


-Heusel says they threatened to get even 


with him. Monday was a legal holi- 
day, and between the hours of til 
o'clock a. m. and noon somebody en- 
tered through the hallway, went back 
into the bakery, mixed a quantity of 


| soda with the flour so that if any of it 


was used the breadstuffts -would be 
spoiled. They then turned on the stop- 
cock to the boiler, thus letting out 20 
barrels of water onto the floor. 

Heusel immediately suspected Gres- 
sel and Hezlenecker and swore out 
warrants for them for malicious de- 
struction of . property. Gressel was 
picked up in Detroit upon a charge of 
obtaining a pair of shoes from Mr. 
Aprill’s store on false pretenses. When 
arrested he owned up to the intrusion 
into the bakery shop and. the subse- 
quent malicious mischief. He said that 
Helzenecker was implicated in the same 
job. The latter was arrested yester- 
day. | 

This morning they were brought up 
separately before Justice Duffy. Gres- 
sel pleaded guilty and was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $15 and $12.75 costs or 
go to jail for 60 days. He was commit- 
ted to jail upon failure to pay the fine. 
Hezlenecker pleaded 10t guiity and his 
trial has been set for Jan. 9. 

Since their arrest the two men have 
been kept separate in the jail, and 
Helzenecker dces not yet know that 
Gressel has ‘‘peaiched’’ on him.

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TREASURES OF THE DEEP. 
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Recover Pirates’ 
Spoil. 


An interesting effort is being made 


Attempt to Sunker 


near Cork, to recover a considerable 
amount of treasure which there is good 
reason to believe lies beneath its 
waves. Tradition has a long told fab- 
ulous tales of armada- galleons lost 
there but the more prosaic and re- 
liable pages of the history of Bandon 
tell of a sunken pirate schooner and a 
vessel of name and type unknown 
which foundered there during the 
reign of William and Mary. The ex- 
istence of these two wrecks was per- 
fectly well known in the 40’s—when 
they were examined by one of the first

Collins, 
through whose instrumentality chiefly 
the sunken lightship Puffin was raised 
last year. The result, so far, has been 
that a dozen guns in remarkable pre- 
servation, and apparently about 200 
years old, have been brought to the 
surface, together with gold coin of 
William III., some more beads and 
ivory.’ The examination is, however, 
going on, and, if necessary, the hulls 
will be blown up with tonite or dyna- 
mite cartridges. These guns cannot, 
however, claim to be the oldest objects 
ever recovered from the deep. W. A. 
Gorman has amassed an interesting 
collection of relics of famous wrecks, 
and has in this the wheel of a pulley 
block from Henry VIII.’s ship the 
Mary Rose brought up after 295 years’ 
immersion. Some carpenters’ tools 
from an armada hulk in Vigo bay 
there are also, as well as several very 
ancient coins and vessels, but perhaps 
no item in the group has a greater in- 
terest than an officer’s sword, recov- 
ered in 1890 from what remained after 
its explosion in action of L’Orient, the 
French flagship, and which had there- 
fore been under water for ninety-two 
years. 


TENT STOVES FOR SOLDIERS. 


Quartermaster Smith Will Order Two 
Thousand for the Barracks. — 

Bids will be opened today by Quar- 

termaster G. C. Smith of the St. Louis 

depot for 2,000 conical wall tent stoves, 


and on his recommendation the con- 


tract will be awarded by Quartermas- 
ter General Ludington. Not since 1896 
has the government invested in tent 
stoves, when 1,200 were purchased 
through the St. Louis depot. From a 
¢civilian’s way of thinking the army 
tent stove is most unique. It has the 
form of a frustrum of a cone, is con- 


structed out of No. 14 United States | 


standard guage common annealed plate 
iron, and is in one piece, except the col- 
lar and door. The aperture for the 
door is six inches high by six inches 
wide, and the covering is sufficiently 
large to lap over. An “A” shaped vent 
is at the bottom of the stove, directly 
under the door, and is two inches high 
by three inches wide. The general di- 


mensions of the stove are as follows: 


Height, to top of collar, 28 inches; out- 
‘side circumference at top, 13 inches; 
distance from bottom of door aperture 


to. base of stove, 14 inches; weight, 19. 
pounds. The cost to the government 


for those on hand was $1.23 each. “It 
is not likely that all of the 2,000 stoves 
will be used at Jefferson Barracks,” 
said Quartermaster Smith. “I think 
several hundred will be plenty. The 
remainder will be shipped to other ar- 
my camps. The stove was adopted for 
use in the army September 18, 1894,

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CAMP-FIRE DISHES. 

To cook corn, the wise camper wili 
lay the ears on the coals, wrapped in 
their husks, and when the husks are 
quite burned off the corn is cooked de- 
liciously. 

If one is wHere shad abound the fish 
can be fastened to an oak shingle and 
turned before the fire till done, when 
it will be found to have a fine flavor 
of the oak. 

There are some fine hints for camp- 
ers in What to Eat for August, and 
among them several recipes which are 
practicable and hint at good results. 
How many campers know the proper 
way to cook fish? Clean and stuff the 
finny beauty, and incase him in a clay 
mold, putting it in the fire. When 
the clay cracks and peels off it brings 
the skin -of the fish with it, leaving 
the firm, white meat well done and 
tender and retaining all the delicate 
aroma. 

Happy the camper who remembers 
to take along a big bean pot of iron, 
with rounding bottom and three short 
legs. Dig a hole near the camp fire, 
so that when guests come from town a 
bean-bake can enliven things. It 
should be three feet square, lined with 
flat stones and filled with hardwood, 
which makes good coals. When the 
stones aré at white heat and the wood 
is glowing coals, scoop out a place in 
the center for the bean pot, cover it 
up with the coals and ashes and leave 
twenty-four hours. When taken out, 
steaming, the beans are whole, brown 
and crisp, and the most delicious dish 
imaginable. The beans should be 
soaked over night, placed in the pot 
with a liberal amount of salt pork and 
flavored with molasses, mustard, salt 
and pepper, which should be stirred 
into the beans, all being covered with 
water. Give the moisture no chance to 
escape.

the case. The Times then gays: 

“Judge Newkirk came to the rescue of 
the legal profession. He said that 
while in all other business. the honest 
man was the exception—as judged by 
the discussion—in the case of the law 
only one instance was cited of a dishon- 
est lawyer. (The Judge may have 
meant this for a joke, though he looked 
serious.)’’ .

TENT STOVES FOR SOLDIERS. 


Quartermaster Smith Will 
. Thousand for the Barracks. — 
Bids will be opened today by Quar- 


depot for 2,000 conical wall tent stoves, 
and on his recommendation the con-: 
tract will be awarded by Quartermas- 
ter General Ludington. Not since 1896 
has the government invested in tent 
stoves, when 1,200 were purchased 
through the St. Louis depot. From a 
civilian’s way of thinking the army 
tent stove is most unique. It has the 
form of a frustrum of a cone, is con- 


iron, and is in one piece, except the col- 
lar and door. The aperture for the 
door is six inches high by six inches 
wide, and the covering is sufficiently 
large to lap over. 
is at the bottom of the stove, directly 
under the door, and is two inches: high 
by three inches wide. The general di- 
mensions of the stove are as follows: 
Height, to top of collar, 28 inches; out- 
side circumference at top, 13 inches; 
distance from bottom of door aperture 
to. base of stove, 14 inches; weight, 19 
pounds. The cost to the government 
for those:on hand was $1.23 each. “It 
is not likely that all of the 2,000 stoves 
will be used at Jefferson Barracks,” 
gaid Quartermaster Smith. “I think 
several hundred will be- plenty. The 
remainder will be shipped to other ar- 
my camps. The stove was adopted for 
use in the army September 18, 1894, 
and is by far the simplest device that 
could be used in a tent.” .

germs, which are not destroyed or modi- 
fied in the least degree by freezing, are 
released from their imprisonment by the 
melting of the ice and find their way 
into the ‘human system, they are liable 
to develop, sooner or later, into dan- 
gerous and virulent diseases that often 
baffie the skill of the best and wisest 
physicians. A | 

Remember that prevention is vastly 
better than cure and be forewarned in 
those matters which sustain a direct 
and vital relation to health and happi- 
ness, public as well as private.

POINTS ON PHILIPPINES’ TRADE 
There is but one railroad in the 
Philippines, from Manila to Dagupin, 
a distance of 123 miles. 
The United States trade with the 
islands during 1897 amounted to $4,- 


month of February of the present year 
in the customs of Manila, compared 
with that in the same period of 1897, 
amounted to $67,940.40. 

During 1897 there was an increase 
in the exports of hemp from the Phili- 
ppines to the United States of 133,896 
bales, while to Great Britain there was 
a decrease of 22,348 bales. 

According to the report of the Brit- 
ish foreign office, the total imports 
into the Philippine islands in 1896 
were valued at $10,631,250 and the ex- 
ports of $20,175,000. About 13 per 
cent of the imports from Spain. 

Of the total exports of hemp from 
the Philippines for ten years ended 
1897, 41 per cent went to the United 
States. During the same years the 
Philippines exported 1,582,904 tons of 
sugar, of which 875,150 tons went to 
the United States, 666,391 tons to Great 
Britain and 41,362 tons to continental 
Europe.

But perhaps the most 
interesting fact connected with Queen 
Marie is that her only son, the duke of 
Cumberland, is a prince of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland—indeed, the only for- 
eign born prince wh} has a seat in the 
house of lords, and whose eldest son, 
Prince George William, has the Anglo- 
Irish title of “earl of Armagh.” More- 
over, the duke is married to the young- 
est sister of the princess of Wales, her |

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Frederica and Mary, both of whom are 
also princesses of Great Britain and 
Ireland. Princess Frederica married | 
at Windsor, April 24, 1880, Baron Al- 
lons von Pawel-Rammingen, honorary 
colonel of the Hampton rifles. The 
handsome Princess Mary, who has de- 
voted her lifetime to her mother, is un- 
married. On the occasion of the 
queen’s birthday there was a great 
gathering of her family at the Villa 
Thun, and her majesty walked through 
a quadrille with her eldest grandson, 
the earl of Armagh. She adheres to 
the style of dress in vogue at the time 
of her occupying a throne.

POINTS ON PHILIPPINES’ TRADE 

There is but one railroad in the 
Philippines, from Manila to Dagupin, 
a distance of 123 miles. 

The United States trade with the 
islands during 1897 amounted to $4,- 
383,740 imports and $94,597 exports. 

The increase shown during the 
month of February of the present year 
in the customs of Manila, compared 
with that in the same period of 1897, 
amounted to $67,940.40. 

During 1897 there was an increase 
in the exports of hemp from the Phili- 
ppines to the United States of 183,896 
bales, while to Great Britain there was 
a decrease of 22,348 bales. 

According to the report of the Brit- 
ish foreign office, the total imports 
into the Philippine islands in 1896 
were valued at $10,631,250 and the ex- 
ports of $20,175,000. About 13 per 
cent of the imports from Spain. 

Of the total exports of hemp from 
the Philippines for ten years ended 
1897, 41 per cent went to the United 
States. During the same years the 
Philippines exported 1,582,904 tons of 
sugar, of which 875,150 tons went to 
the United States, 666,391 tons to Great 
Britain and 41,362 tons to continental 
Europe.
